It has been an incredible week for 
sport in Northamptonshire. 

In the last seven days, the county 
has produced an Olympic medal, 
T20 trophy, cup win over a Premier 
League side and a 16th year of profit. 

The week of celebrations got 
underway last Friday, when Great 
Britain’s trampoline coach Tracy 


Whittaker-Smith, from North¬ 
ampton, guided Bryony Page to a 
historic Olympic silver medal in Rio 
to become the nation’s first ever 
medallist in this sport at the games. 

lust 24 hours later, Northants 
Steelbacks beat Nottinghamshire 
Outlaws in the semi-final of the 
NatWest T20 Blast for the first time 
in 10 years, making it to the final 
against Durham lets where they 
defied the odds to win victory and 


lift their second title in four years. 

And then onTuesday, Northampton 
Saints revealed that it recorded its 
16th year of profit in 2015, making a 
pre-tax profit of £652,000 and 
increasing its turnover by just under 
one per cent to £16.6 million. 

The cherry on the county’s sport¬ 
ing cake then followed hours later on 
Tuesday night, when Northampton 
Town beat Premier League side West 
Brom 4-3 on penalties in the second 


round of the EFL Cup at Sixfields 
stadium - evoking memories of 2010 
when the team famously beat 
Liverpool at Anfield in the same 
competition. 

The Cobblers, who entered the 
third round draw last night after the 
H&P went to press, will be hoping go 
up against another top side - with its 
record unbeaten run in all competi¬ 
tions now standing at 26. 

With the Saints’ financial success

Northampton’s annual 
Balloon Festival was left 
deflated at the weekend 
after bad weather 
stopped all flying for the 
first time in its 27-year 
history.

Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER chats to 
Ray Payne, the chief executive of the 
county’s cricket club, about how they 
are going from crisis to success 



Northants Cricket defied the odds 
to win their second NatWest T20 
Blast trophy in four years last week - 
just days after an impressive run in 
the Royal London One-Day Cup 
came to an end in the quarter final. 

But while the club’s previous white 
ball success in 2013 was marred by 
the endless financial problems 
which followed - despite winning 
promotion to the top flight in the 
same year - this win comes with a 
much sweeter taste of success. 

Problems off the pitch came to 
light in 2014 when the club recorded 
a loss of £305,000, followed a year 
later by a further substantial loss of 
£450,000 - resulting in the club ask¬ 
ing the England Cricket Board 
(ECB) for financial help. 

Rumours then circulated that the 
Division Two club were looking at 
the ‘benefits of selling their 
6,500-seater ground and moving to 
an out-of-town location’ next to 
Northampton Town Football Club’s 
Sixfields Stadium. 

However, these reports from last 


year were quickly quashed, as the 
club committed its future to 
Wantage Road - while also 
announcing the start of a three-year 
plan, with its chairman Gavin 
Warren admitting: ‘we’re counting 
every loo roll’. 

But just one year into the plan, 
and the 138-year-old club is already 
forecasting a bright future - having 
not only won the T20 trophy and 
attracting a 30 per cent rise in home 
attendances year-on-year, but being 
financially almost back in the black. 

Talking to the Northants Herald 
and Post, chief executive Ray Payne 
{pictured left) said: “We are going to 
be close to that situation [being in 
the black], and certainly better than 
budgeted from the previous two 
years of fairly substantial losses. 

“I think we really have turned the 
corner this year, in which we have 
been consolidating after it was 
widely reported in 2014 and 2015 
that we were in financial trouble. 

“At the time [when there were seri¬ 
ous financial difficulties], we really 
re-organised ourselves as a busi¬ 
ness, as a club. We really consoli¬ 
dated ourselves, took a deep breath 
and took a look at ourselves and 
tightened our belts in many areas. 

“Now we are definitely in a strong¬ 
er position and I think we are 
through the worst. We are looking 
ahead to next year to improve our 
squad and to be a stable, sustaina¬ 
ble club, and I don’t see any reason 
why that won’t happen.” 

The T20 win and improved finan¬ 
cial picture for the club couldn’t 


come at a better time - as its mem¬ 
bers prepare to vote on a proposed 
new ownership of the club at a 
meeting in two weeks. 

The new structure would see the 
ownership of the club pass from the 
hands of its members to a limited 
company owned by shareholders, 
who would inject at least £1 million 
into Northants County Cricket Club. 

If this goes ahead, the club says 
the move would ‘create an environ¬ 
ment of financial security’, which 
would allow it to ‘increase the play¬ 
ing squad’, ‘secure fine individual 
players’, ‘hang onto our young tal¬ 
ent’ and ‘update the coaching and 
training framework’. 

This picture would prove a stark 
contrast to recent years, and would 
unfold in front of a bigger crowd - 
with Mr Payne revealing the club 


plans to install additional seating at 
Wantage Road for next season to 
cope with increased numbers. 

Should the club fall into trouble 
again, however - it now has the 
option of dipping into an unused 
loan pot of £250,000 from 
Northampton Borough Council, 
which was made available during 
the height of Northants Cricket’s 
financial crisis. 

“I’d like to think the fans have 
enjoyed this season,” Mr Payne 
said. “We are in a much better situa¬ 
tion now, and I think they have got 
a lot to look forward to. I think the 
future is really promising.” 

As for whether fans can expect any 
more surprise additions to the tro¬ 
phy cabinet in the coming years, Mr 
Payne added: “I don’t mind carry¬ 
ing on surprising people!”

Another delay to 
power plant plan

Plans for a £160m power plant in 
Northampton have been hit by another delay 
following a ‘helpful' meeting between the 
developer and the borough council. 

Rolton Kilbride wants to build a 45-metre 
high waste-to-energy plant at the Westbridge 
Depot site in St James, which it says would 
supply heat to 2,000 homes at cheap prices. 

But despite listing 29 advantages of the ener¬ 
gy centre, the plans have attracted many 
objections from people who fear it would 
cause traffic increase and damage air quality. 

And when the council were moments away 
from agreeing an option to lease the ear¬ 


marked land to the developer - which would 
have sped up the planning process - a public 
outcry forced the authority to withdraw the 
decision and force a public consultation. 

On Monday, four months after a planning 
application was due to be submitted, the 
council held a meeting with Rolton in which 
they ‘acknowledged community concerns’. 

A decision was made for a review to be car¬ 
ried out ‘in light of the results of the consulta¬ 
tion process’, which will take up to four 
months before the two parties meet again. 

Leader of the council, cllr Mary Markham, 
said: “We have both committed to thorough 
consultation and to ensuring that local views 
are heard. We will look at site opportunities 
and also consider options in the light of the 
results of the consultation process.”

Empathy with families in grief 




It is the letters of thanks 
which the senior coroner 
for Northamptonshire, 
Anne Pember, finds the 
most touching. 

Having been in this role for 
21 years and in her words 
‘not being surprised by any¬ 
thing’ it is the hand written 
letters from families who 
have lost relatives or loved 
ones which she appreciates 
the most as they have taken 
the time to write and 
say thank you. 

They are thank¬ 
ing her for deal¬ 
ing profession¬ 
ally and in a car¬ 
ing manner 
with what for 
them is a very 
emotional and 
sensitive issue - the 
inquest of a loved one. 

Being a coroner or in this 
case a senior coroner for 
Northamptonshire does 
carry with it a certain 
amount of weight and dig¬ 
nity. 

Mrs Pember began her 


career as a solicitor in 
Northampton, standing up 
in court and either arguing 
for her client or prosecuting 
them perhaps on behalf of 
the Police. When the role of 
coroner for 

Northamptonshire became 
available she applied and 
the rest as we can say now is 
history. 

As Senior Coroner for 
Northamptonshire, her role 
is to find out one 
answer. How this 
person died. She 
is not there to 
apportion 
blame or to 
point the finger 
at anyone. 

Her role is to 
look at and hear 
all the evidence 
and then give her ver¬ 
dict as to why in her opinion 
that individual came to 
meet their death. 

She said: “No two days are 
ever the same. The inquests 
can take place many months 
after the individual has 


died. The inquest is for many 
families part of their closure 
procedure. 

“It is not always possible to 
say why an individual like a 
baby has died from cot death 
and for many this is frustrat¬ 
ing. 

“It is frustrating for me as I 
cannot give a clear reason. It 
would be good to have an 
answer so the family can 


handle the situation, get 
over it and hopefully move 
on. At this time it is very 
upsetting for the family who 
have lost a loved one and I 
do try and empathise with 
them and to share their 
sense of loss. 

“I do get letters from peo¬ 
ple telling me how much 
they appreciated the way I 
handled the inquest. 


“I am surprised when I get 
these letters to think people 
have take the time and gone 
to such efforts to write to 
me.” 

Recalling her first inquest 
she said for me seemed very 
daunting. Now it is some¬ 
thing she takes in her stride.

Bloody chase in 
busy town centre

Frightened shoppers fled 
when they witnessed a man 
being stabbed and chased 
through Wellingborough 
town centre in broad day¬ 
light last Wednesday. 

A man was attacked outside 
Costa Coffee on Market 
Street, near the entrance to 
Swansgate Shopping Centre, 
at around 4.30pm. 

Eyewitnesses say the attack¬ 
er then chased the victim on 
foot before police officers 
arrived and arrested him. 

Panic-stricken adults and 
children in the busy town 
centre were seen running 
away, with one passer-by tell¬ 
ing the H&P that people ‘took 
cover’. 

He said: “It was absolutely 
terrifying, the pair were going 
beserk. 



“It was in the middle of the 
afternoon - people were enjoy 
a coffee outside Costa, and 
children were on their sum¬ 
mer holidays. 

“But then suddenly this 
man with a knife was run¬ 
ning through the chairs out¬ 
side Costa with a knife, chas¬ 
ing this other man. 

“People were suddenly run¬ 
ning, taking cover, phoning 
the police, and just pure pan¬ 
icking. 

“The man had blood all over 
him, but it didn’t look like he 


was seriously injured as he 
could run fine.” 

Many people took to social 
media to report what had 
happened, with one Twitter 
user telling the H&P the vic¬ 
tim had cuts to his stomach 
and face. 

Another witness, a young 
man who was busking in the 
area at the time of the inci¬ 
dent, told the H&P the attack 
‘happened fast’ and that he 
had to ‘pack my music gear 
and run’. He also said ‘there 
were a lot of people running 
around and screaming’. 

The arrested man, has since 
been charged with assault, 
possession of an offensive 
weapon in a public place and 
possession of a class A drug. 
He appeared at magistrates 
court the day after the inci¬ 
dent, where he was remanded 
in custody and is due to 
appear at Northampton 
Crown Court. 


Alleged knifepoint robbery at town’s B&M store

The last artistic director of 
Northampton’s Royal 
Theatre Michael Napier- 
Brown has passed away in 
hospital after a long illness. 

Mr Napier-Brown was a 
giant of the Northampton 
theatre scene who stewarded 
the historic Royal through its 
last 20 years as an individual 
theatre before it combined 
with Derngate in 1999. 

He was its chief executive 
and artistic director. 

The University of 
Northampton awarded him 
an honorary Master of Arts 
degree for his development 
work on the Theatre in 
Education programme. 

And he is credited with dis¬ 
covering Gian Sammarco 
and Lindsey Stagg, the actor 
and actress who played 
Adrian and Pandora in The 
Secret Diary of Adrian Mole. 

Mr Napier-Brown started 
out as a journalist in 
Bournemouth but after 
National Service retrained as 
an actor and began a long and 
illustrious career in acting, 
directing and eventually run-

ning theatres. 

His television appearances 
included roles in Ivanhoe, 
Secret Army, Doctor Who, 
Dick Emery and Terry and 
June. 

His daughter Kate broke the 
news of his death with a state¬ 
ment on her Facebook page: 

“Hello Lovely ones, I have to 
tell you the sad news that my 
Darling Dad Michael Napier- 


Brown died yesterday at 4.20 
in the afternoon at Princess 
Alice Hospice in Esher . He 
was surrounded with Love , 
my mum was with him and I 
caught his last breath , Henry 
, George &Tom had been with 
him an hour before telling 
him what a wonderful grand¬ 
father he was . He was tiny 
and tolerant and adorable 
near the end . I loved him 
deeply , he was also my dear 
friend and had been my boss 
and I am privileged to know 
he trusted me to sort stuff for 
him and get things sorted ,he 
was a mischief mistro & twin¬ 
kled to the end he deserves to 
bathe in a heavenly place.” 

He met his wife Vilma 
Hollingberry when he joined 
The Penguin Players in 1959 
and has three grandchildren, 
Henry, George and Thomas. 

The current Chief Executive 
of Royal and Derngate Martin 
Sutherland added to a grow¬ 
ing number of tributes on 
social media: “Sad news 
about the death of former 
Royal Theatre Artistic 
Director, Michael Napier 
Brown. 

He led Northampton “Rep” 
for more than 20 years.”

There is a saying which says 
you cannot judge a book by 
its cover.

Where the Balloon Festival 
failed, the Umbrella Fair 
succeeded in getting some¬ 
thing airborne at the week¬ 
end. 

Unfortunately it was the 
Yoga tent that was 
wrenched from its moor¬ 
ings by an unruly surge of 
wind. However it is a good 
enough example of how 
good hearted people work¬ 
ing with good will seem to 
be able to achieve almost 
anything. 

Before the event a figure 
of £18,000 was being quot¬ 
ed as the cost of putting it 
on and having had a look 
around on Saturday, clear¬ 
ly a minor miracle or two 
has been worked. 

There was a whirlwind of 
social media around the 
Umbrella Fair this year. 
Overwhelmingly it was 
praise for an event that is 
like a spirit restoring anti¬ 
dote to the increasingly 
commercial rock festival 
industry that has sprung 
up nationally in recent 


years. At the core of the 
Umbrella Fair are sincere 
people offering a positive 
demonstration of ideas 
that they believe will make 
the world a better place. A 
lot of it is artistic and 
entertaining, hence a huge 
variety of stages that would 
do any festival proud. 

But it is also about princi¬ 
ples, hence co-ordinator 
Ian Bates’ heartfelt out¬ 
pouring of dismay on 


Facebook when he realised 
goat curry was being 
served at one of the stalls. 
It was a mistake and and 
was stopped as all partici¬ 
pants agreed beforehand 
to abide by the event’s veg¬ 
etarian rules. 

But the sense of personal 
hurt conveyed by ‘Batesy’s’ 
Facebook post was a dem¬ 
onstration of how much 
passion it takes to make an 
event like Umbrella Fair 


work the way it does. 

It has got bigger and bet¬ 
ter each year because it is 
so good. 

It is free and that is quite 
extraordinary. 

However its success 
means it will attract people 
who don’t understand it yet 
and don’t respect its val¬ 
ues. 

Some giant courgettes 
were stolen from the pro¬ 
duce display. 


There was the goat curry 
upset. 

Someone was taking issue 
with the type of beer avail¬ 
able. 

These would not be huge 
issues at one of those big, 
expensive, £100 a ticket 
festivals (or more). 

But at a volunteer run 
free event that is done so 
well it feels like something 
much bigger, the event 
needs to be cut some slack 


and allowed to be what it 
wants to be. 

You can pay out to see 
pop stars singing in fields 
almost anywhere. 

The Umbrella Fair is a 
rare and special thing and 
we should be very proud it 
is in Northampton. 

I suspect it will not last 
forever - what does - but 
the Umbrella Fair 
Organisation deserves a 
huge thankyou from us all.

To see Bryony 
compete the final routine she did and fin¬ 
ish second only to the 2012 Olympic 
Champion was breath-taking and shows 
the work the whole of the GB squad have 
been putting in, especially in the four 
years since London 2012. 

“I’m so proud to have been part of Great 
Britain’s first trampolining Olympic medal 
and hope that this will inspire gymnasts 
up and down the country- including those 
in our own gym in Northampton.”

Northampton Saints 
recorded their 16th year of 
profitability last year, its 
latest financial report has 
revealed - increasing 
turnover by just under one 
per cent to £16.608 million. 

The club - run by parent 
company Northampton 
Saints pic - also made a 
pre-tax profit of £652,000, 
despite, on the field, there 
being no Anglo-Welsh Cup 
and a shortened domestic 
season due to the Rugby 
World Cup. 

The positive figures came in 
a year in which the building 
of the new Barwell Stand 
reduced the club’s capacity 
for its Franklin’s Gardens 
‘conferencing and events 
business’ and curtailed 
match day hospitality income 
for the first half of the season. 

Despite this the Saints were 
able to increase turnover 
declare a pre-tax profit, with 
shareholder funds increasing 
to £19.8 million.

S inger Joe Cocker 
died in 2014 after a 
long and successful 
career during 
which he both 
achieved numerous hit 
singles and albums on both 
sides of the Atlantic and was 
famed for his gravelly voice 
and unusual on-stage 
performances. 

At the time of his death the 
former gas engineer turned 
superstar was lauded as the 
‘greatest blues singer’ the UK 
had ever produced and both 
Paul McCartney and Ringo 
Starr paid tribute. 

Cocker’s most famous hits 
included several Beatles 


covers including With A 
Little Help From My Friend. 
His other big sellers included 
When a Man Loves A Woman, 
Up Where We Belong and You 
Can Leave Your Hat On. 

Despite battling alcoholism 
and drug addiction during 
his early career, Cocker went 
on to phenomenal creative 
success and Rolling Stone 
magazine lists him as one of 
the 100 greatest singers of all 
time. 

He released more than 20 
albums including two gold 
discs in the US, two platinum 
ones in Germany and a gold 
and two silver discs in the 
UK. 


In 1992 Cocker and his wife 
Pam used some of his 
estimated £30m career 
earnings to buy 243 acres of 
land in Crawford, Colorado 
and build a little bit of 
England - a huge gothic-style 
manor house with seven 
bedrooms, a kitchen garden, 
33ft turret, sweeping 
staircase, billiard room and a 
1,500 sq ft master suite.

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Where Bond will be forever 



THERE are many properties 
linked to Ian Fleming’s James 
Bond books but perhaps the one 
that goes the deepest is Black 
Hole Hollow Farm in Vermont, 
USA. 

The property was once owned 
by Ivar Bryce, a lifelong friend of 
Fleming’s and the man who 
Fleming drew inspiration from 
to base the character of Bond’s 
US counterpart Felix Leiter in 
the books. 

But for 007 fans the Bond 
connections go even further at 
Black Hole Hollow Farm. 
Fleming used the property - 
which is about three and a half 
hours by car north of New York 
city - as a quiet retreat to pen 
two of his most famous books. 
These were Diamonds Are 
Forever and Goldfinger and they 
were both written during the 
1950s in the 18th century 
farmhouse’s Yellow Room, which 
still exists today. 

Fleming was not the only 
famous guest at the house. Ivar 
Bryce and his wife Josephine 
were well connected and both 


Princess Margaret and Jackie 
Kennedy were entertained at the 
eight-bedroom historic property, 
which is now for sale. 

It comes with 948 acres of land, 
33 miles of walking trails, 
paddocks, a riding arena, four 
barns, an outdoor swimming 
pool, four other smaller houses 


and an old guest register in 
which Fleming wrote: ‘Lived 
here like a king — an uninvited 
one — in fragrant and luxurious 
solitude’.

THE arrival of cars that can drive 
themselves will not mean the end 
of motoring for pleasure. 

That’s the view of the man who 
is tasked with developing the next 
generation of models for Kia and 
Hyundai. 

Albert Biermann, who helped 
create BMW’s legendary M per¬ 
formance cars, says that the 
advent of so-called autonomous 
vehicles will not mean the cars of 
the future will be all the same. 

“Chassis development will not 
stop because of autonomous 
cars,” said Mr Biermann, who 
became head of high perfor¬ 
mance vehicle development for 
the Korean brands 18 months 
ago. 

Speaking at the companies’ top 
secret research and development 
facility at Namyang close to the 
Korean capital Seoul, Mr 
Biermann echoed the words of 
Ferdinand Porsche who famously 
said the last car in the world will 
be a sports car. 

Mr Biermann said that despite 
the shift towards ‘robo cars’ there 
would still be a demand for con¬ 
ventional models with the driver 
completely in control. 

“The key part is enjoying the 
drive and cars which do that will 



be around for many years to 
come,” said Mr Biermann. 

“They might turn into a hobby 
but they will survive. There’s so 
much fun driving a car that will 
not go away.” 

Since joining Kia and Hyundai - 
who like all other major car firms 
are making vehicles safer with 
automated systems such as lane 
departure warnings and blind 
spot monitors - Mr Biermann has 
set about improving the Korean 
cars’ vehicle dynamics, especially 


for European conditions. 

New test tracks have been 
opened at Namyang to fine tune 
the next wave of Kia and Hyundai 
models to satisfy differing driv¬ 
ing tastes. 

The facility includes a high 
speed track and a wet handling 
circuit to allow test drivers to fine 
tune suspension and steering 
characteristics. 

Both Kia and Hyundai already 
have factories in Europe where 
cars such as the cee’d, Sportage 


and Tucson are built and tested 
on European roads. 

“The way we are moving for¬ 
ward in Europe is clear on the 
driving side to make it more safe 
and fun,” said Mr Biermann. 

He added that the next 
generation of cars from the two 
brands, which include hybrids 
such as the Kia Niro and the 
Hyundai Ioniq as well as the 
sporty-looking new Optima 
Sportswagon from Kia would fea¬ 
ture a ‘GT approach’.

THE next time someone in the 
pub tells you his car is costing 
him a fortune in fuel find out 
how fast he drives - and tell him 
to calm down. 

Especially with a diesel doing 
the work, you’d be amazed at 
how far the fuel bill plummets 
with a little right leg restraint. 

Take this car for example, 
the poshest version of Suzuki’s 
mid-size SUV that continues the 
company’s reputation for un- 
flashy cars that do the job - and 
will keep on doing it for years. 

It’s a modestly sized machine, 
which is going to be good for 
economy. That diesel engine will 
help too, but the automatic gear¬ 
box it’s bolted to may take the 
edge of economy, you’d think. 

Except the automatic gearbox 
is a six-speed affair with a couple 
of clutches to do the donkey 
work and promising better 
economy than an old fashionied 
system that stirs oil around. 

And so it proved, with an 
impressive 61.5mpg on the trip 
computer after more than 400 
testing miles. I’d put a lot of that 
down to the car - but driving 
it without feeling my trousers 
were on fire helped too. 

The automatic gearbox makes 
this SX4 £ 1,350 more costly 


than a DIY six-speed manual 
version and, on paper, does dent 
the economy a bit. You’d never 
believe that with such fine result. 

Indeed, an earlier drive in 
the manual SX4 diesel showed 
54mpg - still a decent return 
but down on the current car 
because I was driving faster. A 
1.6 petrol SX4 gave me 42mpg, 
so the message is clear; go diesel 
and slow down a bit to save 
significant amounts of cash. 

Slowing down (not to a snail’s 
pace) also let the relaxed 
nature of Suzuki’s rival to the all 
conquering Qashqai from Nissan 
come to fore. 

It’s engine gets noisy if pushed, 
not helped by a gearchange 
keen to change down without a 
smooth approach the to throttle 
pedal. Better by far to ease back 
and enjoy the sight of the dash 
readout steadily improving the 
economy figure. 

You can buy a petrol pow¬ 
ered SX4 for £13,999 but it 
would be tempting to move up 
a grade from SZ3 to SZ-T and 
enjoy climate control in place of 
manual air conditioning, a DAB 
radio, navigation system and rear 
parking camera. 

I admire Suzuki’s approach to 
everyday motoring. Everything 
you might reasonably need, 
without the frills.

Suzuki Swift selling swiftly By: Chris Russon 


THE Suzuki Swift has notched up another milestone by passing the five 
million mark of models sold across the globe. 

Since it first arrived on the motoring scene 12 years ago the car has 
become a favourite with supermini fans around the world and more than 
118,000 have been sold in Britain. 

It is now Suzuki’s most popular car in the UK and accounts for more 
than a third of the company’s British sales. 

In the UK, the Swift is available in three and five door versions and 
comes with a 1.2-litre petrol engine which emits 116g/km C02 as well as 
a Dualjet engine equipped with twin fuel injectors that records 99g/km of 
C02 and offers even stronger fuel economy at 65.7mpg. 

The Swift is also one of the safest cars in its class with a five star Euro 
NCAP rating. 

The Swift is available in five specification grades, SZ2, SZ3, SZ-L, SZ4 
with the 1.2-litre petrol engine and in Sport trim with the 1.6-Iitre engine. 
All models offer seven airbags and ESP as standard, front passenger 


airbag deactivation facility, electric windows, remote central door 
locking with deadlocks, electrically adjustable and heated door mirrors, 
an MP3/WMA compatible CD tuner with USB port and steering wheel 
mounted audio controls. 

The Swift can also be specified with four wheel drive which offers added 
safety during the winter months. 

The Swift 4x4 is available as a five-door 1.2 Dualjet petrol model with 
manual transmission and equipped as either an SZ3 or SZ4 grade. 
Featuring lightweight components the Swift 4x4 is just 65kg heavier than 
an equivalent two-wheel-drive petrol model. 

All British models are built at Suzuki’s Magyar factory in Hungary. 

The current line up is keenly priced and starts from £8,999 for the 1.2 
SZ2 model with the range topping out at £14,354 for the 1.6-litre Sport 
which includes sat nav as standard. 

The Swift 4x4 is priced from £14,199.

THE Volkswagen Polo has become an everyday feature of life on 
the road and the latest model is the best yet. 

The sixth generation Polo has just been given a shot in the arm with 
the introduction of Match models which come loaded with kit. 

The Match replaces the Polo SE and is available in three and five- 
door bodystyles priced from £12,960. 

Standard equipment includes cruise control, front and rear 
parking sensors, front fog lights with static cornering function, 
tinted rear windows and 15-inch alloy wheels. 

Volkswagen says there is some £900 worth of additional 
equipment fitted to the Polo Match compared to the SE. 

The Polo Match is available with Volkswagen’s 1.0 and 1.2-litre 
petrol engines and the company’s economical 1.4-litre diesel 
which has a claimed fuel return of 78.5mpg and tax free 
emissions of 93g/km. 

The diesels are priced from £15,170 for the three-door model 
and £15,800 for the five door. 

The 1.2-litre turbo petrol versions of the Polo Match are also 
available with seven speed DSG automatic gearboxes instead of 
a five-speed manual box. 



The DSG models cost from £15,480 and with emissions of 
109g/km are rated at 60.1mpg but are the quickest of the Match 
models with a 0 to 60 acceleration of 10.8 seconds and a top 
speed of 114mph. 

All versions of the Polo match come with air conditioning, 
a 6.5-inch touchscreen and the onboard software includes 
Volkswagen’s ‘Think Blue Trainer’ which analyses driving styles 
and gives tips for achieving optimum economy.

A NEW diesel version of the British-built Infiniti 
Q30 compact luxury car has been introduced 
making the model even more economical to run. 
Priced from £21,500, the new 1.5-litre Q30 diesel 
is the most fuel efficient car Infiniti has ever 
produced. 

It’s rated at 68.9mpg and with emissions of 108g/ 
km the Q30 1.5d is highly attractive to business 
drivers with a tax banding of 21 per cent. 

The engine is from Infiniti’s parent group Nissan- 


Renault and is tried and tested in other models across the 
Franco-Japanese automotive alliance. 

It’s also fitted in the Q30’s sister ship, the Mercedes-Benz 
A-Class. 

In the Q30 it develops 109ps and gives the car a 0 to 60 
acceleration time of 12.0 seconds with a top speed of 
118mph. It’s available as a six-speed manual and with 
the option of a seven-speed dual clutch semi-automatic 
transmission which costs £1,500 more. 

The DCT version is not quite as frugal with an official 
fuel return of 65.7mpg and a C02 rating of lllg/km but 
still outstrips the the Q30 2.2-litre diesel which is rated 
at 64.2mpg. 

The new 1.5-litre powertrain is available across the 
Q30 front-wheel-drive range and tops out at £27,830 in 
Premium Tech In Touch specification. 

Since its launch earlier this year the Q30 has helped 
Infiniti’s sales surge in Britain, doubling to more than 
2,000 since January. 

The Q30 is Infiniti’s smallest model and its first compact 
luxury crossover. It is made in Sunderland at a special 
facility created at the Nissan factory where it is produced

Winning the NatWest T20 Blast last Saturday 
vindicated Josh Cobb's decision to sign a new 
three-year contract with Northamptonshire, 
where he says he is thoroughly enjoying his 
cricket. 

Cobb produced a match-winning knock in the 
final against Durham, where he smashed 80 off 
just 48 balls, as he dragged Northants from a 
perilous position to what in the end was a com¬ 
fortable victory at Edgbaston. 

Cobb’s form in white ball cricket throughout 
this season has been excellent - he ended up with 
over 450 T20 runs alone - and there had been 
speculation that other counties were chasing his 
signature. 

But the 26-year-old, who arrived from 
Leicestershire in 2014, put that to bed by agreeing 
a new deal at Wantage Road last Friday - just a 
day before inspiring the Steelbacks to their sec¬ 


ond T20 title in four years. 

Cobb said: “I wasn’t massively enjoying my 
cricket at Leicestershire, where we had a few 
tough seasons, but I’ve come here and they had 
an exceptional white-ball side, which was part of 
the reason, to try and play in big games. 

“But more than anything I’ve just really enjoyed 
my cricket. We have a great bunch of lads, the 
team spirit is exceptional and I’ve been here two 
years and we’ve been in three out of a possible 
four quarter finals. 

“I’ve played in two finals in two years in 
Twenty20 and throughout all of that I’ve thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed it. When you’re playing cricket 
and you’re enjoying it, it’s why we play the game 
ultimately.” 

Not surprisingly, Cobb was named man of the 
match for his heroics in the final, which was the 
second time in his career that he has earned this 
award, having previously done so for taking 4-22 
with the ball for Leicestershire against Somerset 
in 2011. 

But lifting the trophy looked a long way off 
when Northants were reduced to 9-3 in the third 


over in chasing Durham’s 153-8, which required 
their second salvage operation of the day, after 
Ben Duckett’s in the semi-final against 
Nottinghamshire. 

In the end, he shared a fourth-wicket stand of 
120 with captain Alex Wakely that turned the 
match on its head. 

When asked what was going through his head 
at that stage, Cobb said: “A little bit of panic. Ben 
Duckett has been unbelievable in the last month 
or two. 

“He was very unlucky to miss out on the ODI 
squad, but he should be on a winter tour, so to 
lose him probably does send shockwaves through 
the side and gives the opposition a lift. 

“But A1 played exceptionally well in the semi¬ 
final and did it again in the final. I was just happy 
to be hitting the ball pretty well at the other end. 

“From my point of view it’s just probably one of 
those days where everything came out in the 
middle [of the bat] and I just tried to make the 
most of it, really. We stayed pretty calm, we tried 
to take it deep and hit the bad balls. It was a good 
knock from both of us.”

Ripley filled with pride at Edgbaston triumph

Northamptonshire Steelbacks head 
coach David Ripley believes the 
manner in which his side won the 
T20 Blast last Saturday summed up 
the character they have shown all 
season. 

In both of their matches at 
Edgbaston, Northants’ top order col¬ 
lapsed as they were reduced to 15-3 
by Nottinghamshire in the semi¬ 
finals and 9-3 by Durham in the 
final itself. 

But two monumental fourth-wick¬ 


et stands, with captain Alex Wakely 
playing a part in both, were to help 
the county to their second T20 title 
in four years as they displayed the 
fighting spirit that has seen them 
repeatedly punch above their weight 
in the competition. 

That they also had to do so without 
Richard Gleeson and Seekkuge 
Prasanna, as well as having Steven 
Crook and Josh Cobb play through 
injuries adds to their achievement. 

Ripley said: “We’ve been under the 
pump before, but we’ve bounced 
back. We had players missing - we 
turned up today and we had no 


Gleeson, we haven’t managed to get 
Prasanna. But of the people who 
came in, Rob Keogh has taken two 
absolute blinders and you’ve got Ben 
Sanderson making a good contribu¬ 
tion. I’m really proud of the perfor¬ 
mances of the players.” 

It was fitting, though, that their 
two top run scorers in T20 cricket 
this season were to play key roles 
with what turned out to be match¬ 
winning innings. 

Ben Duckett confirmed his ever¬ 
growing reputation when the 
Steelbacks needed it most against 
Notts before Cobb, with one good 


knee, turned the match against 
Durham irrevocably their way. 

Ripley said: “We were under the 
pump a little bit with the bat in both 
games and each game was decided 
by two outstanding individual 
efforts. 

“Obviously Wakers played very 
well in both games, but Ben’s and 
Cobby’s innings, when you’re under 
that kind of pressure, three down, 
were really good. Wakers was a big 
part of those two partnerships and 
we bowled and fielded pretty well.” 

Northants operate on a fraction of 
the budget of at least two of the 


counties who made it to Finals Day 
with them - Nottinghamshire and 
Yorkshire. 

But they showed, rather like 
Leicester City in last season’s 
Premier League, that you don’t need 
star names to build a tournament¬ 
winning side, so long as everyone is 
pulling in the same direction. 

“We’re a very good white ball 
team,” Ripley said, adding: “We use 
the underdog bait if we can, but 
actually we’ve got some very good 
white ball cricketers and we showed 
that again, not only today but over 
the whole campaign.”

At 30 years of age, Dylan 
Hartley accepts he is part of 
Northampton Saints' ‘older 
group' but the England captain 
feels he is still in his prime 
ahead of what is a big season at 
Franklin's Gardens. 

Hartley took to the field, a sur¬ 
face he described as “looking 
better than my carpet,'' for 
Saints pre-season friendly 
against Cornish Pirates last 
Saturday, the first time he had 
done so at the Gardens since 
January. 

On the club side of things, last 
season was a frustrating one for 
the hooker, who was only able 
to make nine appearances due 
to couple of head injuries that 
required around six weeks of 
recovery each. 

But Hartley will head into the 
campaign with a spring in his 
step after a dream first six 
months of leading his country, 
which saw England win their 
first Six Nations Grand Slam 
since 2003 before whitewashing 
Australia on their own turf. 

Hartley said: “You can't lie 
about your age, unless you're 
George Pisi - there's rumours 
that he's got two passports - but 
I'm pretty comfortable with 
that, I don't feel old. 

“I feel like I'm in my prime, I 
feel good, I feel strong, I feel fit 
and like I'm understanding 
myself and the game a bit bet¬ 
ter. I'm appreciating playing the 
game -1 think when you're a bit 
younger you take things for 
granted, go through seasons 
and it's a bit of a blur, but I'm 
really enjoying the environ¬ 
ment here, being a part of it. 

“Obviously with international 
rugby I'm enjoying being a part 
of that as well.'' 

Hartley and his teammates 
are striving to improve on last 
season, which saw 
Northampton finish fifth in the 
Premiership as a stuttering 
start to the campaign came 
back to haunt them. 

Saints haven't pressed the 
panic button, instead making a 
handful of signings, such as 
Louis Picamoles and Nic 
Groom, while putting their faith

Onojaife is coming through 
now. We've got a good culture 
here, we work hard and we 
enjoy each other's company.”

“We had our fans close by 
as well who were great 
throughout the whole 
game, giving us confidence 
and shouting - so to win 
and go over there was class. 

“Everyone over there was 
so loud so I thought I’d run 
over to them. I didn’t expect 
it, everyone was around 
me. It was just crazy.”

Hull, one of the rising stars in the women's 
game, was pleased with how she performed 
in Brazil, saying: “I was quite happy with the 
way I finished, especially on the back nine I 
gave myself plenty of opportunities, I just 
didn't hole them.

It was second time lucky for Rob 
Page in a penalty shoot-out 
against West Brom as the Premier 
League side were upset at 
Sixfields after a pulsating tie in 
the second round of the EFL Cup. 

Page lost out while in charge of 
Port Vale at the same stage last 
season, but was celebrating this 
time thanks to Kenji Gorre’s 
clinching spot-kick that earned 
them a second higher-division 
scalp in this season’s competition. 

West Brom’s James McClean 
could easily have been sent off 
after 12 minutes when he 
appeared to grab John-Joe O’Toole 
by the throat after a 50-50 chal¬ 
lenge between the two. 

It was a deserved lead for Town 
after 35 minutes when a corner 
was taken short to Brendan 
Moloney, who sent in a great cross 
that Zander Diamond buried with 
a towering header. 

Frustratingly, the match was 
turned on its head either side of 
half-time as Adam Smith allowed 
McClean’s effort to slip through 
him before the unmarked Gareth 
McAuley headed in Matt Phillips’ 
free kick. 

But the Cobblers drew level with 
nine minutes left as West Brom 
goalkeeper Boaz Myhill seemed 
surprised by Sam Hoskins’ volley 
from the edge of the area, which 
he pushed out to Alex Revell, who 
had an easy tap-in. 

Former Cobblers loanee Saido 
Berahino had to be denied by 
Smith, when the keeper stayed big 
in the one-on-one situation to 
ensure extra time and make his 
third important save from the 
striker. 

Northampton pressed for a win¬ 
ner, as Matt Taylor slid a shot wide 
before Gorre forced Myhill into a 
smart save at his near post, but to 
penalties it went. 

After Berahino’s wild effort was 


cancelled out by O’Toole’s tame 
kick being saved by Myhill, Smith 
denied James Morrison to give 
Northampton the advantage 
again, and Gorre did the rest to 
seal a place in the third round. 

Here’s what we learned: 

The Gaffer 

Possibly in an attempt to give 
Revell more support, Rob Page 
shifted to a 4-1-4-1 formation that 
saw Jak McCourt make his first 
start as a holding midfielder, with 
Matt Taylor and O’Toole moved 
slightly further forward. 

It worked as the Cobblers pro¬ 
duced their most vibrant display 
of the season so far and it will be 
interesting to see if Page starts to 
play this system more regularly in 
the league. 

He’ll be happy with the impact 
substitutes Hoskins and Alfie 
Potter made as they restored his 
side’s attacking verve from the 
75th minute onwards. 


On The Plus Side 

Moloney is back and boy did it 
show. Northampton’s perfor¬ 
mances lifted after his return 
from injury last season and it was 
the same again, producing the 
rampaging runs and infectious 
energy that has been missing 
down the right. 

It was good to see Revell able to 
get more involved in the game - he 
may have been on his own up 
front but he was a handful and 
having O’Toole and Taylor nearer 
to him certainly helped. 

There’s been some questions 
about the quality out there at 
times so far this season, but you 
can’t doubt their spirit and the 
Cobblers showed plenty in fight¬ 
ing back to force extra time. 

The Opposition 

Not surprisingly, it was a line-up 
full of big men named by Tony 
Pulis and they seemed to lumber 
around the pitch in the first half 


with Northampton looking more 
energetic. 

But inviting pressure after going 
ahead is rarely going to end well 
against a team plying their trade 
in the top flight and after hauling 
themselves level they were a dif¬ 
ferent animal. It wasn’t a case of 
Premier League fitness winning 
out, though, as the Cobblers more 
than matched them in the stami¬ 
na stakes and it earned them a 
famous victory. 

Man of the Match: Alex Revell 

If there’s one passage of play that 
summed Revell’s night up, it was 
when he almost put Matt Taylor in 
with a dangerous ball forward 
before charging back into his own 
half within seconds to help his 
defence. 

The striker ran himself into the 
ground and showed what he can 
be capable of if brought into the 
game more. He was in the right 
place at the right time for his goal.
